NEW YORK, May 22— (AP)—The comment of Charles 


"M. Schwab head of the Bethlehem Steel corporation, upon 
the^remarks of James A. Farrell, president of the United 
States Steel corporation, before the American Iron and 
Steel institute today, was: 


"I really discover no difference between my views and 


Mr. Farrell's, and I heartily endorse all he said." 


NEW YORK, May 22 — <fP) — 
James A. Farrell, president of the 
United States Steel corporation, 
faced fellow executives of the steel 
industry today and charged that 
•'the big standard companies" are 
not maintaining wage scales. 
"I think," he said, "it's a pretty 
cheap sort of business." 
Mr. Parrell's indictment of the 
companies was made at a general 
meeting of the American Iron and 
Steel institute. 


"Yoti say wages have been sta- 
bilised in the steel industry," Mr. 
Farrell began. "They have not. We 
are living in 
a fool's paradise. 


Honeycombing and pinching of all 
sorts of things have gone on. The 
so-called big standard companies, 
the companies in the headlines, are 
not maintairung^Jhe^standard t pi 
wages. It's a Isharne "tEaT" wfien 
some ol the large companies are 
trying to maintain wages others are 
cutting them, even when they are 
affording only three day a week em- 
ployn. fit. 
Declines to Give Names. 
"I am not going to give the names 


of ail the companies r^pressnssi in 
this room that have cut wages be- 
cause I don't want to embarrass you, 
but I think it's a pretty cheap sort 
of business." 
Mr. Farrell's remarks were in 
marked contrast to those of Charles 
M. Schwab, chairman of the Beth- 
lehem Steel corporation and presi- 
dent of the institute, who presided 
and who said, "We have had a 
stabilized wage rate since 1923." He 
expressed the opinion that the 
period of liquidation is "about over."

Injunction To Prevent 


Gambling Made

Constitutionality of the law pro- 


viding for county areas for eradica- 
tion of bovine tuberculosis was 
again upheld by the state Supreme 
court Friday morning when it re- 
versed a decision of In. >dar 
county District court denying the 
state an injunction to prevent Louis 
Knudtsen from interfering with the 
state's agents in applying the tuber- 
culin test to his breeding cattle. 
The court also issued a final or- 
der in the action of \ttomey Gen- 
eral Sorensen asking an injunction 
against the Ak-Sar-Ben Exposition 
Co. to prevent its permitting pari- 
mutuel betting on race horses. Ap- 
proving the findings of its referee, 
W. T. Thompson on -Rhich a tem- 
porary "injunction had been grant- 
ed, the court made the injunction 
banning the race betting perman- 
ent.Final decision was also given by 
the court to an extended contro- 
versy over two 80-acre pieces of 
land in Hamilton county, in a case 
which bad been taken to* the 
United States Supreme court for 
review of questions involved in a 
treaty between the United States 
and Norway This was in an action 
brought by Knute C. Engen to se- 
cure cancellation of deeds to the 
land. The court upheld the deeds 
as assigned by Engen's -father, 
Christian Knudson to nieces.-' - - 
Injunction Bight* Upheld. 
In both the tuberculosis ease and 
the Ak-Sar-Ben matter, the Su- 
preme court upheld the right of the 
state to secure relief by injunction.

Lincoln Chapter's War 


Work Emphasized 


At Banquet 


Joining the nation-wide meetings 


held in commemoration of the fif- 
tieth anniversary of the natonal 
Hed Cross, 125 members and guests 
of the Lincoln and Lancaster coun- 
ty chapter of the' organization 
gathered at a banquet Thursday 
evening at the Lincoln hotel. In 
addition to a series of addresses by 
local members, the radio address 
of President Hoover was heard by 
the meeting. 
H. H. Wflson, first treasurer of 
the Lancaster chapter, was intro- 
duced by Dr. Benjamin P. Bailey, 
chapter president, as the 
initial 


speaker of the evening. According 
to Mr. Wilson, the idea of an in- 
ternational Red Cross originated in 
Switserland In about 1864 and was 
later organized in the United States 
in 1881 The first Bed Cross activity 
In Lincoln, he said, began in 1911 
and was followed by the founding 
of a chapter in 1917. 
"There is no organization which 
has done more to break down ra- 
cial prejudices and make for world 
peace than the Bed Cross. It is 
quite worth while," Mr. Wilson con- 
cluded. 


Hardy Speaks. 


W. E. Hardy, the first chairman 


of the Lancaster Bed Cross, told 
of local solicitation work done by 
the organization in the early years 
of the war. In the first campaign, 
Lincoln and immediate vicinity 
raised $75,000 and during the ill- 
lowing years of the war more than 
$400,000 were received in contribu- 
tions, hs said. 
Among the other speakers of the 
evening was Miss Marie Myers of 
Davey. president of the rural 3un- 
ior Red Cross council, who gave a 
comnrehensive report of the origin 
and "work done by the junior order. 
•There are more than twelve mil- 
lion junior Ked Cross members in 
the forty-six societies of the world 
she declared. "Of this number six 
million are found in the United 
States and Its possessions." 
Brief sketches of Bed Cross work 
done by the various departments 
of the organization were given by 
the following: Mrs. C. F. Ladd. 
"Work of Women During War ; 
Leland Towle, "Rehabilitation of 
Ex-Service Men"; Dr. ,Earl B.

Plunging 700 
Feet; Young 
Aviator Dies 


Death of Tire Salesman 


And Amateur Pilot 
Remains Mystery. 


YOUNGSTOWN, O., May 22—W> 


—A 700-foot plunge from an open 
cockpit airplane caused the death 
of Daniel Mills, 29-year-old amateur 
pilot and Youngstown tire salesman, 
under the circumstances which re- 
mained a mystery today. 
Two witnesses said Mills appar- 
ently jumped from the ship, but his 
widow and a brother, David, of 
Cleveland, said they knew of no 
reason for suicide and believed it 
was an accident. 
The fall occurred as Mills was 
being flown back to Youngstown 
late yesterday after inspecting a 
ship in Cleveland. Pilot William 
Jones said they were near Niles, 
north of here, when the plane sud- 
denly lurched. He glanced behind 
saw his passenger was missing. 
Jone was sure Mills was still wear- 
Ing a safety belt when they left 
Porkman, thirty miles from here, 
after a brief stop, and said he* did 
not believe the fall was accidental 
Suggest Heart Trouble. 


David Mills sugested that his 
brother who suffered from a bad 
heart, might have raised himself to 
catch his breath and was swept ov- 
erboard by the propeller blast. Jones 
agreed th this ws plausible. Officials 
declined to comment in advance ol 
a coroner's inquest to be held at 
Warren today. 
Two Niles railroad workers, G. 8 
Rogers and Dick Reese, told Jones 
and newspapermen they saw Mills 
stand up in the cockpit and an in- 
stant later go overboard. By the 
time they reached him be was dead. 
Coroner J. C. Henshaw of Trumbull 
county said. Mills suffered internal 
injuries and fractures of the skujl, 
right wrist and left leg. 
Jones had a difficult time right- 


ing his plane after the lurch when 
Mills fell and narrowly averted 
crashing, hes said. He circled over 
the place and obtained the help 
of another Youngstown pilot and 
officials to find the body..

Rail Commission Awaits 


Formal Notification 


Of Proposals. 


FIVE 


Plans For Consolidation 


Also Withheld By 


Carriers. 


WASHINGTON, May 
22—M>)_ 


Despite the decision of eastern 
railroads to seek modification of 
the Interstate commerce commis- 
sion's consolidation plan and the 
more recent proposals of nearly al 
carriers to ask rate readjustments 
the commission has received no 
formal notification of either pro- 
ject. 


President Hoover 'announced in 


December that negotiations under- 
taken at his suggestion had brought 
agreement between the four major 
eastern roads, executive of New 
England, to submit revised plans to 
the commission which would facili- 
tate consolidations. It was said to- 
day, 
however, no indication had 


been given as to when this plan 
would be presented or whether the 
carriers had been able to work out 
the minor, but troublesome, details 
which were incomplete at the time 
of the white house announcement. 


Hope for $400,000,000 Gain. 


In the meantime, the carriers 


have announced a determination to 
ask rate adjustments to produce 
$400,000,000 more annual revenue. 
While these are expected to include 
mostly Increases on projects not in 
direct competition with busses, pipe 
lines and waterways, adjustments 
downward are planned in some in- 
stances to meet'this competition. 


Belief Is now current at the 
commission that the rate increases, 
involving long, Intensive studies, 
will be filed prior to the consolida- 
tion agreement. 


Opposition to Increases. 


Opposition in the senate to the 
proposed increased rates already 
has developed on the ground that 
they would be unjustified at this 
time. On the other hand, labor, 
official publication of organized 
railway workers, has taken the 
position that the greater revenue 
accruing would speed business re- 
covery. 
As a quasi-judicial body which 


will be called upon to pass upon 
the rates, the commission has re- 
fused to comment upon them. How- 
ever, Commissioner Eastman, gave 
a possible indication of his views 
in a recent address. 
Declining to discuss directly the 
proposed increases, the commission- 
er said "the prior question which 
the railroad managements must con- 
sider before such a proposal is 
made to us is whether it is wise 
and would result in actual gain, 
especially at a time when all in- 
dustries are suffering and when 
no other is contemplating, so far 
as I am. aware, an increase in

NKW YORK—Is the government 


going "arty" with beautiful models 
and everything? 
Art for art's sake is an old story, 
but art for the nation's sake is news 
—and good news at that. The postal 
department has at last made an of- 
Icial announcement of a bit of gos- 
sip that has been current in art cir- 
cles for weeks. 
It is to the effect that 50,000,000 
special postage stamps are to be is- 
sued bearing the picture of one of 
Sew York's most celebrated artists' 
models. You have met her many 
imes'on the pages of the country's 
eading periodicals. She demon- 
strates ice boxes, soft drinks and 
other commodities from the vantage 
point of billboards. 
She is beautiful Marie Bard, of 


Astoria, L. I. And she is just thrilled 
hat she is to decorate your mail. 
When Lawrence Wilbbr was com- 
missioned to paint a poster for the- 
ted Cross last autumn, he decided 
hat the model for such an import- 
ant commission would have to be a 
model girl. Not that the artist 
doesn't think highly of the majority 
>f the models used by the leading 
•rtists. But this tujie he wanted 
ireeding, background, culture as well 
as breathtaking beauty. 


And so he bethought himself of 


Miss Bard, who had been educated 
at the Drew Seminary for young 
women and who had sung Method- 
st hymns hi the choir. When the 
lainting -was completed it showed 
Miss Bard as a sweet faced nurse, 
ier hands spread in loving bene- 
iction over the globe, a mother to 
suffering humanity. It is t.hig pic- 
ure that the authorities are going 
o use for the new postage stamps 
Apart from the novelty of using 
toe image of a professional artists' 
nodel on a postage stamp, this is 
tie first time that the likeness of a 
iving person has 
been used for 
uch a purpose. Even the Lindbergh 
otnmemorative stamps showed not 
he aviator, but the "Spirit of St. 
jouis" winging its epochal way over 
the Atlantic. 
The artists of New York are de- 
lighted that such a signal honor 
hquld be paid to a professional 
artists' model, especially to a model 
o popular as Marie Bard. 
She doesn't smoke, nor does-She 
drink. She helps keep house for her 
ather, a tea and coffee merchant, 


and for her mother, who is a 
pharmacist. She is content to live 
in quarters over their store. She is 
a regular church attendant. And 
she hasn't found that her mode of 
living or her principles have in any 
way conflicted with her work in the 
studios. 
.Miss Bard has found, as have 
most models, that art, especially 
commercial art, is an exacting thing 
and that artists are concerned only 
with the picture and the pose, a pic- 
ture that sometimes brings in a 
small fortune if the artist is famous. 
And it is only famous artists who 
can get a call on Marie Bard's ser- 
vices. 


She Is in demand all the time, not 
only for the leading commercial 
artists, but by the leading magazine 
illustrators. 
She has learned the 
secret of holding one pose for hours, 
and. says that at the conclusion of 
such a job few models have strength 
or the desire to even converse with 
the artist. All they want is to go 
somewhere and rest before they are 
off on the next job.

Experts Confer at St, 


Louis; Coldgren 


Hits Tariff. 


Richeson Argues Need 


Cheap Water Routes 


In Middlewest. 


ST. LOUIS, May 22—CAP)—The 


development of exports to aid the 
middlewest in business recovery was 
discussed by experts from this coun- 
try and abroad at the fifth Central 
Mississippi Valley Foreign Trade 
".onference today. 


The conference was told by W L 
Richeson, president of the New Or- 
eans board of port commissioners 
that cheap river transportation is 
needed to place midwestern manu- 
facturers on a competitive footing 
with the seaboards, in foreign trade 


C. D. Coldgren, vice president of 
the Quaker Oats Co., in charge of 
exports, said export markets must 
be sought and studied, and exports 
fitted to meet foreign needs 
A 


tariff "mama"-in all countries, he 
said, is holding back export and im- 
port trade. 


The conference was called by the 


foreign trade bureau of the St 
Louis chamber of commerce, which 
also provided an advisory shippers 
service for exporters and Importers 
with special problems. 


Richeson traced the growth of 
river transportation from its start 
to the present and related that in 
one season in the nineties, barges 
handled 13,000,000 and railroads 9- 
000,000 bushels of grain through 
New Orleans, until railroads reduced 
charges to the point where the 
river could no longer compete 


In 1918 and 1920, rail rates again 


rose 
which he said, explains the 
fact that building of factories in the 
midwest has not increased but has 
in some places, dwindled, while 
there has been a marked increase 
[n industrial plants along the sea- 
board. 


"There seems to be but one an- 


swer to the foreign trade problem 
of the Mississippi valley," he con- 
cluded, "and this is the development 
to the utmost of efficient, econom- 
ical transportation on the Mississ- 
ippi river and its tributaries." 


George J. Eder of the bureau of 


foreign and domestic commerce said 
that export trade accounted for 10 
per cent of the prosperity of the 
country, but that not a wheel would 
turn in industry if imports were 
suddenly stopped. 


"The. automobile, the telephone- 
any one of the thousand articles 
which we are accustomed to regard 
as typically American," he said 
"would be incomplete were it not 
for some essential material or part 
imported from abroad."

The carillon, famous aiyonjr the 


gveat cathedrals of Europe, Is un- 
known as yet, in Nebraska except 
for the Lincoln carillon which ranks 
amonp the great carillons of the 
world. 


Anoton Brees Is the player of the 


Bok carillon at Lake Wa'es, Fla. He 
will give a series of ten recitals be- 
ginning May 30. 
The Singing Tower Is 171 feet 


high and is generally 
consdlered 


one of the architectural 
achieve- 


ments of the west. 


Is Traditional Name. 


Its nairfe, "The Singing Tower" 


is the traditional name of a carillon 
tover. From early medieval times 
in the Netherlands, Belgium, and 
northern Prance, watch towers were 
erected from which sentinels could 
see the flooding of the dykes or 
the coming of invaders. In such a 
crisis the blowirg of a horn by the 
watcher would summon the people 
to the threatened danger 


Gradually a bell repdaced 
the 


horn. Then clocks were introduced 
into the towers and bells were 
struck to murk the passing hours. 
More 
bells 
were added, then 


chimes on which simple tunse were- 
played at the o.rarter hours, and 
more fully before the bis bell struck 
the hour. Slowlv through the sur- 
ceecmg- centari?* still more bells 
were added until in the 
seven- 


teenth century, that majestic In- 
strument, the carillon, was evolved 
National Importance. 


Those towors 
were of 
national 


importance in the community iife. 
calling their people to war. to peace, 
to prayer, to work and to feast. As 
each country sa'Tr its national his- 
tory reflected in the 
architecture 


of the tower, as well as in the music 
of the bells both became a single 
unit to its folk and known as & 
"Singing Tower." 


Historic belfries and ancient spires 
In Holland and Belgium have long 
possessed octaves of bells tuned to 
ihe intervals 
of the 
chromatic 


scale- With their mechanism, these 
assembled bells, often moie than 
two score in number, constitute the 
musical instrument called a caril- 
lon 
"When crowned with a carillon 
such bellries and spires become 
known as Singing Towers. Of the 


beauty of carillon music, Rossetti, 
Stevenson, Thackeray, Victor Hugo,

From the belfry of Ghent, caril- 
lons bells still ring even as they did 
when the treaty of peace between 
the United States and Great Britain 
was signed on Christmas eve, 1814.

Nearly 50 per cent of Nebraska's 
orn had been planted by May 20. 
the mid-month report of the state's 
ankers showed, A. E. Anderson, 
tate and federal statistician, an- 
lounced Friday. This was in con- 
rast to an estimated 11 per cent 
which had been planted by May 35 
ast year when heavy rainfall hind- 
red planting. 
Although the state does not have 
he reserve moisture supply with 
which it started the growing sea- 
on a year ago, moisture supplies 
re reported to be generally suf- 
icient for present needs. 
Crop conditions In general 
hroughout the state are encour- 
aging. The 
condition of winter 


wheat is 96 per cent. No district 
hows an average condition of less 
han 94 per cent. Stands are gen- 
erally heavy and will require good 
moisture supplies to carry the cr«p 
;hrough the 
season 
successfully. 
Bankers report the crop to be free 
of any infestation by Hessian fly in 
so far as can be detected at the 
present time. 


Planting Conditions Good. 


Weather conditions have been 
avorable for corn planting. Well 
over half the corn has been plant- 
ed, says Mr. Anderson, in all dis- 
iricts with the exception of cen- 
tral Nebraska where about 35 per 
cent is in the ground and the east 
central counties where 29 per cent 
IBS been planted to date. Recent 
rainfall has been the heaviest in 
these districts. 
Rainfall during April, however, 


for the state as a whole, averaged 
only about 60 per cent of the nor- 
mal precipitation for that month. 
Although May rainfall has been 
nearer normal, precipitation is still 
oelow the average. Some shortage 
was reported by bankers in the 
western third of the state.

Memorial Day 


Proclamation 


State wide observance of the an- 


niversary devoted to the memory of 


eceased war veterans is requested 
y Governor Bryan in the following 
reclamation: 
"The time is again at hand to 
e-dedicate a day of remembrance 
0 the men who have gone forth to 
war for their country. Their graves 
re legion ha every land; in our own 
tate little flags fly over th» graves 
f thousands. 
"It has become the custom to de- 
ote one day each year whollj^to 
hem. It is not that we ever forget 
ur soldier dead; they have not died 
1 the hearts of those who loved 
aem. But, it is fitting and proper 
iat as a unit of government we 
lould set aside a day for special 
ecognition for the men who offered 


the supreme sacrifice for that gov- 
ernment. 


"Now, therefore, I, Charles W. 
Bryan, governor of the state of Ne- 
braska, do hereby set aside, dedi- 
cate and proclaim, in accordance 
with tune honored tradition and the 
laws of our state, the 30th day of 
May as a memorial to our soldier 
dead; a day. on which their graves 
shall be decorated with flowers and 
their deeds recalled, so that their 
valor and sacrifices may not be for- 
gotten by us who enjoy their heri- 
tage."

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TO THE HIGH COURT. 
. 


After former Secretary of the Interior A. B. Fall 


had announced he would drop his court fight against 
conviction for accepting a $100,000 bribe in the leas- 
ing of public oil lands to private interests, counsel 
for the former cabinet officer declares Mr. Fall has 
changed his mind and will prosecute an appeal to the 
United States supreme court. 


Mr. Fall is within his rights. It is his privilege 


to wage the battle to the last ditch. The facts In 
connection with Fall's case, however, reveal the great- 
est weakness of American justice. The prosecutions 
arising out of the leasing of Teapot Dome and the 
Elk Hills fields have dragged interminably through^ 
the courts for nearly seven years. There has been 
one delay after another. And that does not add to 
respect or reverence for law. On the contrary it 
makes a. Jest of justice, and arouses a sense of re- 
sentment and bitterness among those who lack de- 
voted friends and the money necessary to make a 
protracted battle in the courts. 


The former secretary of the interior says he is a 


poor man. He insists he has spent everything which' 
he accumulated in clearing his name. He is old, 
broken in health, bowed down with grief. He is a 
-pathetic figure, which, even in the face of the cir- 
cumstances in his case, appeals to the ready sympa- 
thies of the American people. The individual should 
not be considered in the Fall case. There is a prin- 
ciple—a- mighty principle at stake. Justice must be 
meted out to rich and poor, humble and influential 
alike, if the institutions of democracy are to endure. 
The wealthy and the powerful cannot be permitted 
to escape punishment for their transgressions lightly 
while the penniless and the friendless,get soaked in 
the neck. There is among the American people too 
deep-seated a sense 'of justice to approve of such a 
system. And that is why the Fall case has become 
more or less a symbol. 


Few cases have been studied more exhaustively by 


the courts of the United States than the proceedings 
resulting from the leasing of Teapot %>me and Elk 
Hills. There were civil suits instituted in the first 
instance for the cancellation of the leases and the 
return of the properties. Those suits were based upon 
the claim that a fraud had been perpetrated. In each 
instance the lease was ordered annulled and in each 
case the courts said the transaction was tinctured 
with fraud. 


It is asking the people of the United States to 


exercise an elastic imagination to see corruption in a 
civil proceeding and innocence on the part of the 
man who engineered the transactions when he 
stands formally charged with corruption in a crim- 
inal prosecution. 


For the moral effect, and not out of any desire 
1 to inflict shame and suffering upon a helpless, old 


man, the government should spare no efforts in 
sustaining the conviction obtained in the lower court. 
It has already spent thousands of dollars to uncover 
the facts In connection with the oil land frauds, and 
to punish the offenders. It has carried the battle 
through the courts for nearly seven years. It has 
given Mr. Fall the opportunity to utilize every de- 
fense which the law gives him. It should press for 
an early decision hi his latest announced appeal. If 
law is to mean anything it must have the power to 
function. 


WESTERN RAILROADS HOLD ALOOF. 


It is significant that western railroads are not 


joining with the eastern lines in asking for an in- 
crease of freight rates at this time. The advances 
asked for, if granted, will apply only in territory 
east of the Mississippi river. The carriers most ac- 
tive In the movement in fact, are those operating 
along the Atlantic seaboard. Inland transport com- 
panies are apparently taking only a half-hearted 
part, or none at an. 


There are several good reasons why a raise in 


rates. If there is to be one. should be restricted to the 
eastern section of the country. Among them may be 
stated the following: 


1.—The general rate level in that region now is 


materially below the prevailing scale in other parts 
of the country. Any change that is made in freight 
tariffs should equalize that difference. 


2.—Railroad stocks and bonds are held mainly in 


the east, and it is in the interest of their owners that 
higher rates are sought. The section -which wffl 
chiefly benefit from an increase should pay the bill. 


3.—Agricultural i?r~?ucts are already paying "aD 


the traffic will bear." while many kinds of manu- 
factured goods that require special handling are car- 
ried at rates absurdly low by comparison with grain, 
live stock, and other farm commodities. 


Managers of the western lines, by refusing to Join 


in the demand for & rate increase, recognize the ex- 
isting sectional disparities which call for correction. 
Moreover, they have to contend with intense com- 
petition from vehicular traffic on highways, and river 
routes are being opened which will bring a new com- 
petitor Into the field. Higher railroad rates would 
simply drive business to these other agencies. 
, 


Some years ago the interstate commerce commis- 


sion changed the percentage division of revenues ob- 
tained from joint hauls, by giving eastern carriers 
a larger proportion of it and cutting down the share 
of the western roads. There seemed to be no other 
reason for such action than that the western lines 
were, as a group, better managed and making more 
money than those in the east. It was a case of rob- 
bing Peter to pay Paul 


All railroads have suffered a heavy shnnp 5n busi- 


ness, but the principal carriers traversing this sec- 
tion arc still enjoying a fair degree of prosperity. 
Their present rela'ions with the people whom they 
serve arc fairly cordial. Good will is a substantial 
asset for a carrier, as for any other line of business. 
Western rail companies are showing a commcndaolc 
disposition to kero on good terms wJlh the public 
and to make their service and rates a; attractive as 
possible. This policy wja redound to their advantage 
In the krag ran, much more than attempts to squeeze 
the last drop of Juice out of the transportation 
cnuog* would do. 


AN ASSET TO LINCOLN. 


It was a finished, well-rounded concert which the 


Cathedral choir of the Westminster Presbyterian 
church gave Wednesday evening, marking the tenth 
anniversary of the organization. Its organizer and 
director, Mr. John M. Rosborough, who has been 
untiring in his efforts, directed the concert. 


There ' are relatively few capella ensembles in' 


America and the Westminster Presbyterian choir 
ranks among the best. Mr. Rosborough deserves the 
credit for it. He has the ability to arouse the en- 
thusiasm of youth for music. Each year he has taken 
new voices, trained them patiently and exactjngly, 
blended them with the highest degree of artistry and 
produced an ensemble which has drawn forth the 
praise of musicians in many sections of the country. 
It is a distinct asset to the community. 


RUSSIA'S GREAT SCHEME. 


That was a fine scheme which the representatives 


of soviet Russia sprung on the international .wheat 
conference «t London Thursday. The Russians are 
immovably opposed to any curtailment in produc- 
tion, as all but the most simple must have known 
they would be. Their plan is to supply the world 
with the cereal and to do it so cheaply that none 
can compete with them; there has heretofore been 
little or no attempt to veil this purpose. Operatives 
In the soviet republics get just what the people at 
the head of government allow them, so their wheat 
can be dump'ed in any country that will accept it 
and sold at any price that It will bring. 


So Russia proposes to go ahead raising all of the 


wheat that it can, and the representatives in the 
London conference disclosed a most ingenious plan 
for unloading a large share of it. The Soviets are 
among those advocating the fixing of quotas for ex- 
port surplusses. There is to be no limit on the 
amount that shall be produced, but only on that 
which shall be sent out of the country. In order to 
enable any country to withhold'its surplus, however, 
a financing plan is proposed. 


By this, plan Russia is to hold her surplus wheat 


in her own bins as security for "adequate credits." 
Wouldn't that be just fine? The Soviets shall keep 
their farmers busy producing enough to supply the 
world, exporting as much as allowable under the 
quota, and piling the remainder up at home and 
borrowing money on it from the United States and 
other "capitalist" countries. 


Of course we should not want their wheat, and 


there would probably be no market for it anywhere 
else, but when the Russian bins were filled and 
another crop ready for harvest, we could be invited 
to come on and get our grain, upon which we had 
in effect taken a chattel mortgage in extending 
"adequate credits." 


It is plain that no agreement in which the United 


States can join can bt reached at the London con- 
ference. None of the representatives there can bind 
the country which accredited him, and probably no 
country except Russia could bind any of its r Wizens. 
As was stated by Mr. McKelvie, however, some good 
may result from a full discussion, but even this may 
be doubted when the possibilities of'Russian produc- 
tion are considered. 


RENO—THE NEW "WILD WEST." 


Developments since Reno and Nevada "went lib- 


eral" indicate that the city and state will be increas- 
ingly popular with those who live by their wits and 
with those in search of a thrill. Gamblers, T-ootleg- 
gers, the idle rich, sportsmen, racketeers, publicity- 
seeking celebrities and those after easy and painless 
divorces will find Reno quite congenial. 


The six-weeks divorce law and the statutes per- 


mitting gambling are safe until the next legislature • 
meets. It seems certain, however, that bv the time 
the next legislature convenes these two industries, 
the divorce mill and gambling, will be so firmly 
established as "big business" that it will be impos- 
sible to enact legislation which might hamper their 
development. 


There's a boom on in Reno despite the depression 


that brings gloom elsewhere in the country. Hotel 
and apartment accommodations have been at a pre- 
mium since-the new laws went into effect. Extensive 
building is underway or planned. 


The "dude" ranches are becoming even more 


"dudish." They are being equipped with gambling 
casinos and luxurious living quarters. A San Fran- 
cisco capitalist is to build a million dollar hotel a 
block from the Riverside hotel, which is the deluxe 
hostelry for the divorce colony at present. The River- 
side Is to be enlarged. Many new apartments are 
planned. ' 


So Reno'will be the center of the new "wild west" 


life. But the gambling and drinking and other forms 
of vice went more graciously with the booming fron- 
tier towns of yesterday than they do with Reno to- 
day. The "bad men" reigned before the coming of 
the law, the life of those wild west towns was that 
to be expected when the most 'adventuresome ele- 
ments of society found "easy money" in a pioneer 
community. 


In Reno there's the vice of decadence. It flourishes, 


if not under the actual protection of the law, at 
least with its encouragement. The "bad men" of 
Reno aren't bold, daring individuals unable to find 
the proper outlet for their energy. They are the 
weak, cowardly Jackals and vultures of- society who 
live on the decaying, rotting elements of society. 


It's a new "wild west" and one for which there's 


little excuse. 


WELL-DIRECTED ENERGY. 


For those who have fears that the younger genera- 


tion is headed for destinations generally regarded as 
undesirable, the reflections of Miss Lulu Home, city 
librarian, on'juvenile reading in Lincoln, must come 
as * cheering word. 


The heavy pressure of young readers for the books 


of wholesome adventure that represent the finer as- 
pects of juvenile imagination and the increasing de- 
mand for informational books on radio, aviation, the 
various sciences and handicraft works is an interest- 
Ing indication of the mental drift of young America. 


The boy who is bound up with investigations of toe 


amazing world that science and history lays bare for 
him, who is enthusiastically searching for ways to 
make things, for new ways to make old things and 
for ways to make new things, may get into mischief 
out the bulk of his time is likely to be well filled with 
constructive activity. 


Juvenile use of Lincoln's library facilities is an in- 


teresting indication that childhood energy here is 
wea-directed. Such direction offers increasing jusH- 
flcmiion tor hope for the future, for confidence in the 
promise of an ever oncoming tide of youth better 
trained to take Tip the problems of a chaotic •world.

QUESTIOX.

Is the business depression abroad 


as bad as it is in this country? 


ANSWER. 


From all reports I have seen the 


present business depression is prac- 
tically world wide, with consequent 
unemployment and universal das- 
tress, and is worse in foreign coun- 
tries than in the United States. 
These evils have come upon the 
world when production and distri- 
bution were supposed to be well or- 
ganised and standards of living 
firmly established. 
Mr. Raymond 
Fosdick, a reliable authority on the 
question, states that "production is 
declining, commodity prices are 
falling, bankruptcies are increas- 
ing, agriculfure is 
becoming cha- 


otic" and that from "twelve to fif- 
teen million men are -.valking the 
streets of cities all the way from 
Seattle, Wash., to Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, looking for a 
chance to 
work." 


Great Britain has suffered from 


eleven years of this calamitous con- 
dition.

depression. Half a jiiillion men are 
out of work in Italy. Brazil's revo- 
lution was brought about by the 
crash in the coffee trade. Australia 
is so badly in the red that she has 
had to announce drastice retrench- 
ment to avert defaulting on her 
obligations. 


Spain cannot dispose of her olive 


oil surplus, nor Poland of her ex- 
port rye crop. Cuba is unable to 
market her sugar, Argentina 
her 
wheat,. Sweden her 
wood pulu- 
France is at llast beginning to ex-' 
perience the pressure of the storm. 
Since we are dependent on these 
and-other nations for raw mater- 
ials, and they are dependent on us 
for food supplies and manufactured 
goods, you -,vill realise that every- 
body is now settling up for the 
welter of tavagery and" extrava- 
gance which helped to precipitate 
this grave crisis. 


On the whole, the United States 
is comparatively fortunate. Her im- 
mense resources and surplusages 
will undoubted? enable her to out- 
ride the tempest. But modem eco- 
norric requhe a scientific naviga- 
tion which our antiquated political 
system does not seem able to sup- 
ply-Prior to the fall of 1929 many of 
us wer every complaisant about our 
splendid isolation as a nation and 
our prodigious prosperiy. tWe did 
not- then feel that we depended to 
any substantial extent on the pros- 
perity of tlie rest of the world. Then 
came the market crash of October 


&ndl November, 1929, followed by 
the present business depression. To- 
day more of us realize as never be- 
fore that we cannot have prosperity 
if the great foreign nations who 
are the principal buyers o four ex- 
ports do not have it. In other words 
the lesson is now being again driven 
home that there is such a' commun- 
ity of commercial interests be- 
tween great -nations of tiie world 
that the misfortunes of one affect 
the welfare and prosperity of all 
other nations joined to that par- 
ticular nation by commercial ties. 
And when every nation is in the 
throes of a depression such as now 
prevails we begin to appreciate how 
fundamental is the princiole that 
all ultimately depend upon each 
other for prosperity.

TO SAVE THE DROWNED 


There is one definite 
proper 


treatment to be used to resuscitate 
a drowned person. There are a great 
many wrong and unnecessary things 
_^ to do. and they 
are usually the 
ones that a r e 
done. Every per- 
son's education 
should include a 
knowledge of the 
one proper in- 
dispensable pro- 
cedure to carry 
out. 
Tne first thing 
to do is to get 
the 
patient 
started breath- 
ing. Do J*ot do 
anything else 
first. Don't try 
to get the water 
out of his lungs 
or stomach by 


rolling him on a barrel..Don't try 
to get him warm. Don't try to loosen i 
the clothes If he has any on. Get 
him to breathing. And don't stop 
faying for at least four hours. Don't 
give a drowned person up for dead 
unta you have worked on him as 
long as that. 


The dangerous and fatal feature 
in drowning is paralysis of respira- 
tion. This is a nervous reflex, ap- 
parently., and is not related either 
to the amount cX water inhaled or 
the length of time the person has 
been in the water. 
There is one good and several less 
good methods of starting breathing 
by artificial respiration. The one 
recommended alter extended experi- 
mentation by the Boyal Life Saving 
Society of G'rcat Britain, the Amer- 
ican Gas Cimpany and the National 
Electric Light association. » u»c 
Sthafer prone pressure method. 
This is the way to do it:

Stretch the ricbt arm out strawht 
the ground.

Sit astraddle the patient's but- 
tocks, facing toward his head. Put 
your two palms on each side of his 
chest and bear down; squeezing all 
the breath out of his lungs. Main- 
tain this while you count three. 
Then snap your hands off the chest, 
when it will expand, drawing air 
in. while you count three; then 
•make pressure again. 


Keep this up until the patient is 


able to breathe of his own accord. 
Cases are on record of people 


gaining consciousness after they had 
been worked on four hours. T h e 
worst method of artificial respira- 
tion is the one most people know 
of putting the patient on his back 
and alternately raising the arms 
over the head and forcing them 
down on the chest — the Silvester 
method. This gives an air exchange 
of 2280 c. c- a minute as against 
6760 c. c. by the prone pressure 
method recommended- 
Don't begin to yell for a pulmotor. 
They are not nearly as effective as 
the method described.

Creamery Legislation. 


BLUE HILLS, Neb-, May 21 


To the editor of the Lincoln 


Star: The co-operative creamery 
management is found praising the 
legislature that passed H. R. 415 
and condemning a governor who ve- 
toed the bill, thus inviting proper 
criticism. 
Let it be fully understood that 
H. R. 415 in the main, was a re- 
print of a major portion of the 
state dairy rules and regulations 
in force now by the department of 
agriculture. These rules and regu- 
lations were simply "cribbed" by the 
framers of H. R. 415 and an at- 
tempt was made to write them Into 
law. It was wholly uncalled for 
but was used to the end of mak- 
ing somebody believe that some- 
one else had written a real dairy 
law. Not a man on the house or 
senate who voted for the bill could 
run a Babcock test. So much for 
the intelligence—dairy intelligence- 
found 
he bilL 


And yet, co-operative creamery 


managers sought to resolve against 
a governor who was found vetoing 
such a nondescript bill. 


Let the farmers and dairy pro- 
ducers of this state also understand 
what was attempted by these two 
framers of H. R. 415. An attempt 
was made to saddle onto the backs 
of the industry the 
down-east 


method of dairying—the Washing- 
Ionian idea. In other words the same 
restrictive measures used where 
dairying is the chief industry, was 
to be slapped onto the backs of the 
agriculturist dairyman out here in 
the west. It would never work and 
would defeat a legislature that 
passed the bill and a, governor who 
would sign the monstrosity. 


The bill in question, sought to 
grade a farmer's cream on a .basis 
that only an expert churn man 
could determine. There was not a 
man in the senate or house who 
could have graded the different 
grades of cream according to the 
standard H. R. 415 laid down and 
mighty few co-operative .creamery 
managers • could nave done like- 
wise. 


The bill was framed for the 


creamery managers—not for the 
producers or consumers. It sought 
to legalize an over-run of butter 
from the churn that meant noth- 
ing more or less than increased 
profits for the creamery and less 
real butter for the consumer on ev- 
ery pound purchased. Excessive 
moisture was to be legalized. And 
yet they tell us that they were 
seeking to build up quality. Does 
excessive loading of butter with 
buttermilk build up quality? Is it not 
this same excessive moisture found 
in products of the little co-opera- 
tive creameries that keeps their 
butter off the Chicago market, 
that makes them sell their prod- 
uct to the old line creameries at

Dismiss Ak-Sar-Ben Case. 


In granting the permanent in- 
junction against the parimutuel 
betting at Ak-Sar-Ben, asked by 
Attorney General Sorensen, the Su- 
preme court also dismissed the ac- 
tion of the exposition begun in the

Need For Greater Economy. 


Lincoln, Neb., May 21. 
To the editor of The Lincoln Star: 
Lower prices for live stock and their 
products require greater economy in 
production. It is very difficult for 
us to change the prices, but it pos- 
sible for us to produce at lower 
cost. How long these low prices will 
prevail we do not know. We are 
hopeful of an improvement soon, 
but it is wise to analyze the situa- 
tion and do the best we can to cut 
the cost of feeding. 


To utilize to the best advantage, 
the cheap, raw materials of the 
farm, is one of the important prob- 
lems of the day. There is too much 
wastage going on. especially in crops 
harvested for grain. Dr. Skinner, of 
the Department of Agriculture, es- 
timates that this wastage annually 
amounts to some 260,000,000 tons. He 
advises that a better use for corn- 
stalks, straw, cobs, cotton stalks and 
other by-products 
of the 
farm 
should be found, and in this he Is 
certainly correct. 


Good paper can be manufactured 
from cornstalks; but with present 
prices the process is too expensive, 
and until there is a change, we will 
use -wood pulp rather than corn- 
stalks for paper making. 


We do know, however, that by en- 
siling the corn and cane when it 
has reached its maturity, is the 
most economical way of handling a 
crop to retain all that is grown The 
stock keeper is vitally interested in 
producing his products at the low- 
est possible cost. He must do this 
in order to realize a profit with 
Prwen-tay prices, and even if prices 
should advance for stock and stock 
products, his profits will be more if 
Be «s«s economy in production. 
The common practice of growing 
corn for the grain only is wasteful 
»** •*« told that under average 
conditions about 40 per cent of the 
crop is in the stalk and leaves, but 
this past year there was probably 
over 50 per cent, due to the wide- 
spread drouth conditions which pre- 
vented pollenizing and the develop- 
ment of grain.

of 
Business Professor Says Signs 


Previous Revivals Again 


Are Being Seen. 
The worst Is over and the return 


of normal business' conditions can 
be expected about the middle of 
the summer of 1932, Dr. T. Bruce 
Robb, professor of -^statistics and 
business research at the University 
of Nebraska, declared Friday noon 
in an address at the Kiwanis club 
luncheon at the chamber of com- 
merce. 
. The pessimism of a majority of 
the people of the nation, is not 
warranted, the speaker said. On the 
contrary the^e is evry reason for a 
belief that the tide has turned and 
that conditions will continually be- 
come better until normalcy has been 
restored". By normalcy, he said, he 
does not mean the restoration of the 
period of prosperity that existed be- 
fore the beginning of the depres- 
sion. 


Outlines Hopes. 


After reviewing previous periods 


of depression In the United States, 
and the world, Professor Robb, ex- 
plained some of the factors that 
portend- the coming of depressions 
and revivals to normalcy. The spec- 
ulative market, general business 
conditions, and the money market 
are all barometers, he declared 
These were unfailing In foretelling 
the approach of hard times, he de- 
clared. And as they pointed in that 
direction nearly two years ago, tney 
now point to an upturn. 


Research has shown, according to 
Mr. Robb that the average period 
in depressed periods is about seven 
months. In the 
present situation 
this was reached in October'last 
year. This should see the revival 
start about May 1. 
There was a 
noticeable upturn, however in Jan- 
uary, and now conditions show an 
improvement of Irom 3 to 5 points 
better than at the beginning of the 
year.

This 
conduct cannot subsist for long on 
a 30,000,000 ton basis." 


Unfavorable Price Level. 


Both Mr. Schwab and Mr Far- 
rell discussed the unfavorable price 
level prevailing in the industry. Mr. 
Farrell said most steel companies 
would not earn their preferred divi- 
dends if the present situation con- 
tinued. 
"We are wasting millions of tons 


of raw material and getting no re- 
turn," he asserted.

Clark surrendered last night to 
Buron Fitts-. district attorney, who 
said his former aide had been Iden- 
tified by employes of Crawford, a 
real estate dealer, as the man who 
was in conference with the victims 
just before they fell mortally 
wounded by revolver lire. 


Officers questioned Clark more 
than an hour about details of the 
shooting before he was sent to jail. 
Fitts "said he had refused to make, 
a statement.. 


Shortly after being named in a 
statement by Fitts as the man 
wanted for the slayings, Clark tele- 
phoned the district attorney last 
night that he was about to surren- 
der. Alone he drove to the prose- 
cutor's office, ran a gauntlet of 
cameramen and reporters and dis- 
appeared behind the swinging doors 
of Fitts' chambers. 


Refuses to Talk. 


Clark refused to talk about the 
murder when reporters shot ques- 
tions at him. and Fitts later said 
his former subordinate had like- 
wise refused to make a statement 
under " questioning. 
A 
murder 
charge was filed against 
Clark 
after he" had been identified by 
three persons as the man who ran 
from Crawford's office after the 
shooting. 
Clark's recent unsuccessful can- 
didacy for a Los Angeles municipal 
judgeship hacT been opposed 
by 


Crawford and Spencer. Fitts saia 
he recently had requested Clark's 
resignation as deputy prosecutor. 
The district attorney said he had 
evidence that Clark purchased a 
.38 caliber pistol Tuesday. 
Police 
experts asserted .38 caliber bullets 
had killed Spencer, former police re- 
porter and alleged "fixer" for per- 
sons accused of minor offenses, and 
Crawford, presumably retired po- 
ntical "boss." 


McAfee Is Cleared 


The killing at "first was attributed 
to gambling Interests which had 
been attacked in the magazine, 
"Critic of Critics," of which Spen- 
cer was managing editor and Craw- 
ford a patron. The magazine had 
named Guy McAfee, wealthy former 
policeman and gambling dictator as 
the "Al Capone of Los Angeles." 
MsAfee, police said, established that 
he was not near the scene of the 
killing. 
To all questions as to whether 
he committed the murders, or was 
in Crawford's office, Clark refused 
to comment. 
"Will you say you did not kill 
them?" Fitts pressed. 
"I don't' want to say anything 
now," Clark replied. 
The same answer accompanied a 
query as' towhy Clarlt had bought 
a - revolver.

Spencer had intimated In his 
magazine that underworld 
circles 


had feared him because he had

Fitts said Lucille Fisher, steno- 


grapher, and Ray Radke, Crawford's 
secretary, positively identified Clark 
as the man who was in conference 
with Crawford and Spencer. Roger 
W. Fowler, photographer,

not definitely identify Clark as the 
man wi>o fled after the killing. Miss 
Billie Rorhback, another Crawford 
office employe, said she thought 
Clark was v the man. 


Clark, a boyish-looking lawyer,

Foods Favorable to 


Beauty

We sigh for 
the summer now 
while it is still 
some ^eeks 
away, but with 
h u m a n incon- 
sistency we shall 
b e e omplalning 
about the Incon- 
veniences of 
warm weatherJ 
when it 
gets 
here. Then we 
will feel very 
sorry for our- 
selves, and turn 
to shady awnings, cool showers, and 
many, many iced drinks! 


Are iced drinks harmful' I am 


frequently asked that question. Are 
they in any way detrimental to 
beauty? It depends entirely on the 
nature of the dnnk and on its in- 
gredients. 


Fruit juices and fruit 
sherbets 


are always beneficial when intelli- 
gently prepared, without too much 
sweetening, for fruit drinks are not 
merely refreshing and palatable— 
they contribute vitamin and min- 
eral eelments, as well. 


Equally heathful and favorable 
to beauty are the cereal beverages 
which have a delightful flavor with- 
out the stimulating effect of cof- 
fee. When served cold, these drinks 
usually are made with full milk, 
which is excellent from the -stand- 
point of both taste and nutrition. 
They sre easy enough to make 
quickly, if you dissolve a generous 
teaspoonful of the cereal prepara- 
tion in a ver^ little boiling water or 
hot mlk. Then pour the mixture 
into a shaker with a bit of chopped 
ice and dilute with the ice cold 


milk. A ball of ice cream Is very 
nice with the cereal beverage. 


If you like a full-flavoied drink 
it is better to chill it and serve i 
without ice, since the ice in dissolv. 
ing dilutes the 
beverage. Grape 
juice, however; is generally quite 
heavy, and can stand dilution to 
give it a more delicious flavor. The 
addition of fresh lemon to the grape 
juice gives a distinctive and verj 
pleasant taste 
A little sugar is 
generally needed then. 


Iced tea and coffee are dehghtfu 
summer refreshments and I may 
say that, within reason, they are 
not unfavorable to beauty. 
They 


do not, of course, contribute as gen- 
erously to the health program as do 
the other drinks: which are many 
times richer In vitamin and mineral 
content. 


"When iced drinks cause trouble a 
all, it is generally because they 
have been taken hurriedly, when 
one is overheated or overexcited 
It is dangerous to do this for the 
same reason that plunging into 
cold bath at such a time is danger- 
ous.. The sudden change r 'em- 
peraturfc produces too great 
. '•ock. 
Iced drinks may cause 
ju 
again, if they are toolieavily sweet- 
ened. Then instead of quenching 
thirst, they excite it, and induce one 
to drink excessive quantities at one 
tune, which is quite likely to cause 
discomfort. 


Except for these few dos anc 
don'ts you need not fear that icec 
beverages will be detrimental to 
health.. .which is just another wore 
for beauty.

THE MODERN JACK SPRATTS 


BY ISABEL ELY LORD 


Editor Everybody's Cook Book. 
Jack. Spratt could eat no fat, 


His wife could eat no lean, 


And so between the two 


They licked the platter clean! 


During these spring days Mrs. 
Spratt spends a good bit of time 
thinking up dishes that are "a little 
different," to tempt Mr. Spratt's ap- 
petite. Today she has decided to 
havo some cooked radishes. 
They 
are cheap in th'i market just now, 
and she knows that their fresh taste 
will give just the right touch to the 
meal. Here is her dinner: 


Lamb Chops 
French Fried 


Potatoes 
Creamed 
" 


Badishes 


String Beans 
Fresh Celery 
Rose Salad 
Strawberries 


Coffee 


Of course, poor plump Mrs. Spratt 
cannot eat the potatoes, and it does 
seem hard to have to fry in deep 
fat for one person. Nevertheless, she 
keeps her kettle ready so that she 
can give Mr. Spratt the fried things 
that he likes so much. She knows 
that with the fat at the right heat 
much less grease is absorbed in 
deep fat frying than when potatoes 
or other foods are panfried. And 
Mr. Spratt so enjoys French fried 
potatoes with his chop. 
; 
The radishes, after washing and 
cutting of fall the stem, Mrs. Spratt 
cuts in half before cooking. Some- 
times in summer when she 'gets 
large ones she cuts them, in quar- 
ters. She prefers to cook them in 
the white sauce, so that the whole 
dish is pink, as if they, are first 
cooked tender in water they lose 
their pretty color. In water they 
cook tender in from 15 to 30 min- 
utes, according to their age, but in 
the double boiler in the white sauce 
they take at least 30 minutes . . . 
and longer does no harm. 


The salad is a favorite with both 
Mr. and Mrs. Spratt, and suggests 
a very pretty way" to serve 'toma- 
toes. 


Rose. Salad. 


2 medium whole* Tomatoes 
Pearl Onions 
Lettuce or Cress 
French Dressing 
For this Mrs. Soratt does not peel 
the tomatoes, as they keep in. shape 
better in their skins. After arrang- 
ing the bed of green—^she likes cress 
best when she can find it—she 
scrubs each tomato clean, cuts out 
the blossom end, then cuts the to- 
mato in half almost to the bottom.'' 
Holding it in shape, she cuts across 
again to make quarters, and still 
holding.lt, cuts twice again, so that 
it is in eight sections. Then she 
places the tomato in the center of 
the green salad and opens it out 
Into the rose. In the center she 
puts some of the tiny pearl onions 
that come bottled—no larger than' 
the smallest peas. French dressing 
completes this attractive salad. 
Mr. Spratt gets plenty of cream 


•with his strawberries, but Mrs. 
Spratt has learned to enjov them 
plain. And the good cup of coffee 
completes a good dinner. 
Creamed'Beef With Mushrooms. 
Served with baked potatoes and 
grilled tomatoes, creamed beef with 
grilled tomatoes, creamed beef with 
mushrooms will provide a very sat- 
IsfvtaR meat dish. To make it: 
Melt two tablespoons of ^butter In 


«. saucepan and to it add the con- 
tents of a medium-sized jar: of dried 
beef, shredded in half-inch pieces. 
In another pan saute peeled fresh 
mushrooms -(a hilf pound will do). 
and when tender, add them to the 
beef which has been allowed to be- 
come slightlv browned in the butter. 
Pour over the mixture two cups of 


creamy white sauce, season highly 
with pepper and serve over hot but- 
tered toast. 
Creamed beef 
and mushrooms 


(left over) make a delicious filling 
for stuffed baked tomatoes. Scoop 
out the centers of the tomatoes, fill 
with the beef, sprinkle the top with 
buttered crumbs and bahe until the 
tomatoes are done and the crumbs 
are brown. 


Do Not Do It 
... 


Are you a member of that dwind- 


ling group of persons who still con- 
sider it smart to lift asparagus in 
the fingers, dip it in its sauce and 
somehow manage to convey its drip- 
ping, bending length to the mouth? 


Do not do it. The fad for eating 


asparagus with the fingers was 
never well founded; the fastidious 
diner has always eaten this vege- 
table with the fork. Separate from 
the stalk as much of the asparagus 
as, will yield to pressure with the 
fork, cut it in reasonable mouthfuls 
and lift them to the mouth, much 
as you would shredded carrots or 
string beans. 


Although one rarely sees the 


tucked-in napkin that once tagged 
the unsuspecting' man and woman 
as ill-bred, many still forget that 
napkins should toot be unfolded to 


half way . . . that is to say, the 
up-to-date pronouncement is that 
to unfold the napkin once and lay 
it across the knees is sufficient. 


How often we see quite particular 


persons err in the matter of cutting 
and eating meat. The fork is shifted 
to the right hand, when the knife is 
laid aside, and then turned upward, 
spoon-fashion, with prongs and the 
speared meat sticking up in the ah-. 
This is an awkward error that 
should be conquered. Save for small 
vegetables such as peas, beans and 
the like, the fork should not be 
utilized spoonwise for passing food 
to the mouth. 
Modern etiquette also is kindly 


toward the English manner ef re- 
taining the fork in the left hand, 
prongs down, when transferring 
pieces of meat as they are cut from 
the larger portion. 


Have you ever been called upon 
to eat a ripe peach, served* unpeeled 
at the table? In preparing it, did 
you pick up your fruit knife and 
peel round and round the whole 
peach, while the fruit slipped and 
slid in your hands, the juice ran 
down between your fingers and 
made you feel a perfect mess? 
The best'way to handle peaches 


that must be peeled at the table is 
to halve the fruit, remove the stone, 
quarter the peach and peel it. Then 
cut the quarters in mouthfuls and 
transfer them with the fingers to 
the lips. Pears, apples and similar 
fruit may also be so treated.

A day or so "ago as I sat chatting 


with the Princess Alexis Obolensky 
at the Nancy Lincoln Guild, there 
was a lull in the 
c o n v e r sation, 
which had cen- 
tered a r o u n d 
philanthr opy 
and its ability to 
join hands with 
.the business 
w o r l d . Like 
many 
another 


titled aristocrat 
who/has come to 
America 
since 
the great war, 
the Princess is 
deeply intsrested 
, 
in work of this nature; particularly 
the activities' of the Guild, which 
takes the handicraft of Kentucky 
mountain women and endeavors to 
sell it for these unsophisticated wo- 
men who are untrained in the ways 
of commerce. 


Up to the point of the lull, we 


had found "this discussion a topic of 
lively interest to both of us. Then 
tea arrived .. . and I thought of the 
many fascinating things that the 
Princess could tell of the tea hour 
in her native --Russia. Would she 
talk for my readers? She would 
and did In fact, she said so much 
about it that we shall have two tea 
parties with her, today fancying 
thit we are in Moscow, and next 
week in St. Petersburg. 


The American conception of Rus- 


sian tea—served in a tall glass with 
•lemon in it—is not quite accurate, 
it seems. Tea in glasses was served 
only in the family circle, only to 
men,, and accompanied by elaborate 
silver "or'gold glassholders. At an 
official at home, tea was usually 
served in thin Saxon or Sevres por- 
celain cups. Cream, lemon or plain 
tea were used equally, according to 
taste. The use of a glass with a 
piece of lemon in it was the spe- 
cialty and the privilege of the Rus- 
sian railroad station! 


There was a great difference in 


the atmosphere 
surrounding tea 
parties in Moscow and St. Peters- 
burg, Princess Obolensky tells us. 
Some old Uncle Vania. was always 
on hand—an uncle to everybody. 
All members of the younger gen- 
eration called him "Uncle Vania," 
and the old gentleman—usually a 
member of the English club, the 
oldest in Moscow — would have an 
enormous influence on. the decisions 
and opinions of the elderly aunts 
who, in the auaint words of the 
Princess,1 "made the bad and good 
social weather." 


The Moscow-English club, by the 


way, which Tolstoi describes so won- 
derfully in "War and Peace," was 
the center of the old conservative 
traditions in Russia, and its cuisine 
was considered the best in Moscow; 
the service was always above critic- 
ism. 
• 


Moscow tea parties all seemed like 


family tea parties, the Princess says. 
The young people sat around a large 
round table, all. by themselves. A 
samovar—the family friend—would 
be placed in the middle of the table, 
and the eldest daughter served the 
tea. You would not see many sand- 
wiches. Buns and heavy cakes pre- 
dominated, together with different 
kinds of ^reserves made from rose 
leaves, wild raspberries, .wild straw* 
berries, walnuts and so on. 
The 
older guests would gather in the 
next room, and tea poured by the 
young girl would be brought to them 
by the butler. 
Conversation in Moscow was not 
so artificial as in St. Petersburg. 
The topics were music, concerts, 
theaters, lectures, art 
exhibitions. 
Sport subjects existed hardly at all. 
Mothers would discuss charities and 
gossip. The young group seemed very 
chatty and at ease. 
So it was a most homelike picture 


—comparable with those -'friendly 
gatherings that once were part of 
social life in certain cities of our 
town continent—that: the Princess 
Obolensky painted of the hour for 
tea in Moscow. But brilliance, gaiety 
and elegance, formality and many 
brightly colored uniforms and ser- 
vants brilliantly attired dominate 
the picture that she drew of tea in 
St. 'Petersburg. I shall tell you of 
that next week.

Colleges for women present most 


interesting statistics to show how 
much bigger and better the girl of 
today is than the girl of yesterday. 
These records are based on records 
of the departments of physical ed- 
ucation, where the health and bodi- 
ly development of the college girl 
are examined as searchingly as her 
academic attainments are tested in 
the classroom. 
The records show that the mod- 
ern girl is taller and heavier, with 
greater strength and lung capacity 
than the girl of years ago. 
Modern clothes for women, de- 
spite all criticism, have done much 
to promote health and freedom of 
movement. The dieting fad, which 
was overdone for a while, is defi- 
nitely being supplanted by the well- 
balanced and not the starvation 
diet. Sports and fresh air steadily 
gain in popularity with young wom- 
en, and older ones too. 
These factors are well worth of 
consideration by those who bewail 
and bemoan the tendencies of our 
modern young people. 


Why Women Work. 
The letters received in answer to 
a' call for discussion of the married 
women workers are very interesting 
commentaries upon this vital and 
timely subject. Employers of large 
forces report that daily they are be- 
sieged by many who petition or de- 
mand that they discharge all their 
feminine workers who are married. 
Survey after survey conducted by 
the Women's Bureau of the Depart- 
ment of Labor in Washington has 
emphasized two facts about women 
with pay envelopes:

sufficiently large to hire the heavy 
work of the house done. 


There is an argument that has 


been .worn threadbare. That is, 
that the young people of today are 
not willing to start out in life as 
their parents did before them. I 
would like to answer that argument 
by sketching, briefly, my own child- 
hood. Thirty years ago my father 
earned around $18.00 a week.) There 
were two children, my brother and 
I. We had a lovely home, nicely 
furnished. We had a driving horse 
and a comfortable carriage. We 
children had pet rabbits, pet cats, 
and a wonderful Scotch collie. We 
were of the high-bred delicate type 
that required frequent med'ical at- 
tention, which was the very best 
obtainable. We had a generous al- 
uwaace for spending money. We 
were expensively and 
beautifully 
dressed. Mother made my loveliest 
dresses, the silk ones, and the ones 
nmmed with yards and yards of 
ace, but she frequently hired the 
)lainer ones made. I had several 
lats each year, and mother had her 
~avonte milliner, who trimmed most 
of my hats. 


My mother was not strong and 


;here was always a servant in the 
house. My brother did not do so 
well in the school near our home, 
so mother sent hi t to a school in 
.he city, which was rather expen- 
sive, as «*e paid tuition, on top of 
,he care fare and lunch money. I 
was not strong enough to attend 
school regularly, so mother taught 
me at home, and bought me a pi- 
ano that is still wonderful, after all 
hese years of hard usage. I was 
iaught to play. 


My mother believed In plenty of 
jood food, and our family table was 
setter than many present "day ban- 
quet tables. 


While there were no picture shows 
n those days, we did attend the 
theater quite frequently during the 
winters. 
Then in the summers, 
;here were picnics and train trips, 
Doth long and short. My father 
thought nothing of taking a day off 
and spending a week's salary dur- 
ing the May festival season. I have 
known him on several 'occasion to 
decide at the breakfast table that 
we would go on some boat excur- 
sion, or special picnic that day. 
Mother would not have a dinner 
prepared, so my father would take 
two half-bushel baskets in to the 
city to the best restaurant and get 
them filled w'lth food enough to feed 
a small army. 


As we kiddies grew older, we 
moved into a higher class neighbor- 
hood, and built another lovely home, 
that is still today a credit to the 
neighborhood. I was almost grown 
before my father's salary increased 
to any appreciable extent. 
Can you show me one couple to- 
day that can live decently on $18.00 
a week, to say nothing of raising a 
family of children as they should 
be reared. 
Something should be done, cer- 
tainly, to relieve the financial strain 
of today, but firing the working 
wives and mothers won't do it. It 
will take deeper treatment than 
that, like more rigid immigration 
laws; stopping the importing of for- 
eign products we can produce in our 
own country; limiting the wealth 
one person can accumulate, etc. Or 
better yet, a nation-wide, soul- 
cleansing wave of good old-fash- 
ioned religion. When the people 
quit chasing the alinuty dollar, and 
begin praying to the Almighty God, 
the world conditions will improve, 
but not before. Mrs. C. A. S.

Albert B. Fall will carry to the Su- 
oreme cour his conviction of ac- 
cepting a $100,000 bribe while he was 
interior secretary under President 
Harding. 


One of his counsel. Frank 
J. 
Hogan, announced last night tnat 
friends and counsel of the 69-year- 
olrt former cabinet officer had suc- 
ceeded in convincing Fall that the 
case "should net stop short of the 
Supreme court." 
Hence, Hogan said, Fall, from 
his Three Rivers, N. Mex-, home, 
nas instructed his attorneys to pe- 
tition the highest judicial group to 
review a District of Columbia Ap- 
peals court decision upholding the 
conviction, a year's prison sentence 
and a $100,000 fine 


Reverses His Decision. 


After the District of Columbia 
court announced its decision last 
month. Fall said he no longer would 
contest the case charging he ac- 
cepted the bribe from Edward L. 
Doheny, wealtny oil man. Dohtny 
ha-5 been acquitted of giving the 
money. 


"I am an old man and for the 
last eight years have known little 
but trouble," Fall said last month. 
*'I am,a poor man and I have no 
money for further legal defense." 
Hogan announced the petition for 


review would be filed with the Su- 
preme court before next Thursday, 
which Is the last day it may be 
presented. 
"Mr. Fall has now decided TC> 


yield to the advice of Jiis attorneys 
and to the importunities of his 
family and friends," Hogan said. 


Fall's Health Improved.

Albert B. Fall said today improved 
health and the importunities of 
friends had led him to revive a 
tight against conviction of accept- 
ing a bribe a« secretary of the in- 
terior. 
Fall, sentencad to a year in jail 


and $100,000 fine in connection with 
the leasing of naval oil reserves, 
announced May 2 that due to his 
age and lack of funds, he would 
abandon plans for an appeal to the 
Supreme court and place his plea 
before President Hoover. 
Frank J. Hogan, one of his attor- 


neys, revealed in Wasmngton last 
night the former secretary would 
again seek a review of the case- 
Edward L. Doheny, a friend of Fall, 
was acquitted on a charge of giving 
the money.

"There has been so much talk 
about the future that •we have lost 
sight of the extent to which the 
deflation has gone." he said, point- 
ing to the Ion? decline in commod- 
ity, security, wholesale and retail 
pnces. 
"There are many signs of stirring 
in our economic life 
The very" fact 
that we have faced this situation 
and adjusted ourselves to it is a 
preliminary to the better times, to 
trie favorable upward reaction. We 
want to keep pulling for the shore. 
We must not lose headway by rest- 
ing on our oars, but we c»i be 
cheered by the knowledge that the 
tide is coming in." 
Encouraging: -Facts-. 


One of the most encouraging 


facts, he said, was that the coun- 
try had met this depression "with 
much less fear, less distress and 
with much more organized Intel- 
lige_nce than in any previous period 
of hard tunes." 
"I am unable to predict that any 


particular circumstance is going to 
bring about the -return to good 
business, in fact, I believe that 
specific causes are often over-em- 
phasized. After a period of, undue 
deflation we are ready for normal 
business again, and that return is 
manifested in a number of ways, 
some of which, catch the public at- 
tention and come to ba considered 
as the major cause. 
"Possibly air transportation, per- 


haps electrification, possibly some 
unforeseen industry will be the 
thing to which people will point as 
the cause of better times. It is not 
especially important what will be 
the snecific symptoms of the re- 
newed healthy condition. The main 
interest will be the fact of the re- 
covery." 


Wages Maintained. 


The steel industry, which, has 
maintained, its wage scale although"" 
working hours have been shortened, 
is operating at the rate of about 
30,000,000 tons in the first half of 
1931, Schwab said. This is less tnan 
half of total capacity of 67,000,000 
tons, "But a good deal more than 
50 per cent of a normal operating 
basis." 
There may be some fur- 
ther slowing down during the sum- 
mer, as has been the case in form- 
er years, but we have been holding 
up better than many have pre- 
dicted. 
"This figure of 30,000,000 tons 


represents a drastic liquidation of 
production. There are no inven- 
tories. Any steel ordered today has 
to be rolled. The longer we con- 
tinue to this 30,000,000-ton basis the 
sooner must we come to a catching 
up with unsupplied needs-" Main- 
tenance requirements under normal 
conditions, Schwab pointed out, are 
51,000,000 tons of steel annually in 
this country, and the reason for the 
present slump below this level is 
because practically all lines of busi- 
ness are over-liquidated.

opinion. Labor costs in the steel 
industry, he asserted, had been 
liquidated "without taking it out of 
the wage rate of the mill employe." 
"Preservation of this wage rate, 
the protection of the worker's pay- 
roll, is a primary obligation of our 
business. All policies, of course, de- 
pend ultimately on the balance 
sheet. No man can guarantee the 
future of markets, wages, earnings 
or other factors affecting income. 
But I/do say that we have every 
intention of maintaining this stable 
wage rate which has been so great 
an asset in our business, x x x Our 
men have stuck by" us through, thick 
and thin and we are going to stick 
by them." 
The steel industry has given the 


worker "full time income when do- 
ing full time work, but with cur- 
tailed markets and lower production 
it has been necessary to distribute 
the available work." There has been 
a gross average decline of close to 
25 per cent m the earnings of steel 
employes this spring as compared 
with a year ago when operations 
were high, but losses through part 
time employment, Mr. Schwab said, 
have been "offset at least partially 
by a lower cost of living.
